NOTE: The amendment made to claim 14, lines 31 and 32, adding the language, "thio-, amido-, or imido-derivatives of 
phosphonic and diphosphonic acids and salts" requires further consideratiion including the issue of new matter in that this language does 
not find support in the application as filed. Further, the amendment to claim 1 , the last line, raises new issues in that the newly proposed 
language precludes the use of carboxylates as the orgainc stabilizer. However, claims 14 (line 42), claim 15 (line 15), claim 21 (lines 7-8) 
claim 28 (lines 8-12) and claim 30 which all depend directly or indirectly from claim 1 recite the use of craboxylates as the organic valence 
stabilizer.
